Among the compounds 
disclosed by Al Awar is 1-(aminomethyl)-cyclopropane carboxylic acid, see pages 61 
nad 61 , compound 2'. 

Claims 1 and 3 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by:
